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Relay for Life postponed

BELCHERTOWN —- With 
concerns for survivors, walkers, 
teams and vendors because of 
COVID-19, the annual Quaboag 
Valley Relay for Life has been 
postponed until August. 

Previously scheduled for May 
29 to 30, the new date for the 
event is Saturday, August 8 from 
11 a.m. to 11 p.m. at Belchertown 
High School. 

The annual Relay for life event 
is a team fundraising cancer walk 
where team members take turns 
walking around a track or desig- 
nated path. Each event is six to 
24 hours in length and each team 
is asked to have a member on the 
track at all times to signify that 
cancer never sleeps, according to 
the American Cancer Society’s 
website. 

Each team sets up a themed 
campsite at the event and con- 
tinues their fundraising efforts 


by collecting donations for food, 
goods, games, and activities. This 
money will count towards their 
overall team fundraising goal. 

Wendy Matthews, the execu- 
tive director for the southern and 
western New England chapter 
of the American Cancer Society, 
which hosts the annual event, 
said the group wanted to look out 
for the community’s safety during 
such a sensitive time. 

“We’ve received longtime sup- 
port from this community and 
we’re very grateful for that,” 
Matthews said. “We need to be 
sensitive to the fact there are peo- 
ple on the frontlines, undergoing 
treatment or perhaps postponing 
treatment during these times. We 
want to safeguard the community 
and move the event far enough in 
the future. Plus, it gives the com- 
munity more time to plan.” 

Matthews said the American 
Cancer Society extends its grat- 
itude to all of the time put into 
the event and “I hope we can all

reunited in our fight at a later 
point, but right now we want peo- 
ple to focus on staying well.” 

In the beginning of April, 
about 80 percent of the calls 
coming into the center were relat- 
ed to COVID-19, according to 
Matthews. 

“We have such gratitude to the 
leadership of the community at 
least and the continued support 
during this challenging time,” 
Matthews said. “We have a won- 
derful group from the Pioneer 
Valley. We want people to know 
we are here for you, too.”

It also 
includes the content of the Macaulay Library, 
a wildlife media archive with 18,469,356 
photos, sounds and videos from around 
the world. The result is the most compre- 
hensive, detailed, authoritative and acces- 
sible resource on the biology, plumages, 
and behaviors of every species of bird in 
the world, according to Lab Director John 
Fitzpatrick. He refers to the database as “bird 
diversity at your fingertips” and notes that it 
brings the entire global community of birders 
and scientists together on behalf of birds. 

Content is continually evolving to main- 
tain accuracy and comprehensiveness.

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Concerned about youth vaping while schools close?

uring these extraordinary times, when 
[= life is disrupted by the coro- 

navirus outbreak, schools, organiza- 
tions, and community activities are closed. 
While parents work to establish new routines 
at home and help their teens adapt, they may 
also be thinking about how to help their teens 
quit vaping or smoking. 

Youth are spending more time in the house 
and may be more stressed than usual. Parents 
may especially want to encourage quitting 
because of evidence coming out that vaping, 
like smoking, harms the ability of the lungs 
to fight infection. 

Are you concerned that your teenagers 
may be vaping? What are signs to look 
for? How can you help? Here are sugges- 
tions from the Quaboag Hills Substance 
Use Alliance (www.ghsua.org) and the 
Tobacco-Free Community Partnerships in 
Massachusetts to help you deal with vaping, 
including resources for learning more. 

Q: What is in e-cigarettes and vapes? I 
hear that it is just flavored water. What is so 
bad about them? 

A: E-cigarettes produce an aerosol, com- 
monly called vapor, which users inhale from 
the device and exhale. This aerosol may have 
harmful and potentially harmful substanc- 
es. E-cigarettes use pre-filled pods or e-liq- 
uids/e-juices that are added to the device. 
E-liquids generally consist of propylene gly- 
col, glycerin, water, nicotine, 
and flavorings. 

Q: What can I do to pre- 
vent my child or loved ones 
from vaping? 

A: Simply talking with 
your child about these prod- 
ucts can help protect them. 
Let them know that you care 
about them and that vaping 
is not safe. Be patient and 
ready to listen; there is no” 
perfect time” to talk. Your 
goal is to have a conversa- 
tion, not to deliver a lec- 
ture. So avoid criticism and 
encourage an open dialogue. 
You can start by mentioning 
something that you heard 
about vaping. Tell them 
the facts: e-cigarettes con- 
tain nicotine; nicotine is a 
highly addictive substance. 
The smoke from vapes is an 
aerosol, not water vapor. The

Q: How can I tell if my child or loved one 
is vaping? 

A: Many types of e-cigarettes are made to 
resemble everyday items and come in fruity, 
minty and candy-like flavors. So, you may 
not recognize a vaping device or an e-liquid 
scent. 

Here are subtle signs your child might be 
vaping: 

Unexplained sweet scent — If you notice a 
sweet scent that is unexplainable, it might be 
a flavored e-juice for a vaping device. 

Unfamiliar products — If you come across 
unusual looking items such as unusual pens 
or USB drives or an unfamiliar battery or 
battery charging device, they could be associ- 
ated with vaping. 

The best way to know is to educate your- 
self about the products and to talk with your 
kids. 

Q: How can I encourage youth and young 
adults to quit vaping? 

A: There are currently two free programs 
available in Massachusetts to help youth and 
young adults quit vaping, smoking or using 
other tobacco products. 

This is Quitting powered by truth is a tex- 
ting program for young people who want to 
quit vaping. It is a free, confidential 30-day 
program during which youth receive texts 
with information, tips and support. They 
receive daily text messages to help them 
prepare to quit and supportive texts from 
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Our Community Call Center is also open every 
day. If you have questions about symptoms, 
need a primary care provider, or would like to 
donate, call 888-554-4234.

The 
Helpline is a free and confidential service 
for Massachusetts residents who want help 
to end their nicotine and tobacco use. If you 
are looking to quit tobacco, you can now get 
help from a quit coach over the phone; or use 
online tools and resources; or a combination 
of these online features and telephone coach- 
ing.

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National Library 
Week celebrates 
resource 


his week, 
April 19 to 
April 25, 


marks National 
Library Week 
and this year’s 
theme is 
“Find your 
place at the 
library,” 
according to 
the American 
Library Asso- 
ciation web- 
site. 

Although 
the theme “was 
chosen some time 
ago, before any of 
us could imagine 
the emergence of 
a global pandemic 
that would force 
most libraries to 
temporarily close their physical spaces, you can still find 
your place at the library... online, providing the virtual 
services and digital content,’ according to the website. 

Libraries provide a variety of services to communi- 
ties from the obvious — books — to access to computers, 
events and online educational materials. 

During the current pandemic while people are staying 
at home, especially teens and children, there is more 
time to access a library’s materials even if the physical 
building is closed. 

Coming from a completely unbiased source as an edi- 
tor of a newspaper, the importance of libraries, and read- 
ing, cannot be stressed enough. This includes textbooks 
for classes, but also just reading in general. 

If it seems like there isn’t a book out there for a 
specific interest — there is a librarian willing to help 
you find it. Don’t like to read from a book? There are 
audiobooks, too. Libraries also offer movies, genealogy 
sources and language learning resources. 

Author Neil Gaiman said he believes libraries are the 
“gates of the future.” 

“A library is a place that is a repository of information 
and gives every citizen equal access to it. That includes 
health information. And mental health information. It’s a 
community space. It’s a place of safety, a haven from the 
world,’ Gaiman said in a lecture in October 2013. “It’s 
a place with librarians in it. What the libraries of the 
future will be like is something we should be imagining 
now.” 

Not only is literacy and access to information import- 
ant, but in a time where we can feel trapped inside, these 
resources, in all their forms, can provide us with an 
escape and a connection. 

For example, a connection between people who have 
read the same book — gasping at a cliff hanger, high- 
lighting the same quote or experiencing the same bit- 
tersweet moment of finishing the last sentence — creates 
fast friends of strangers. 

Libraries not only offer the resources for such connec- 
tions, they have events to promote them, such as a teen 
book club coming up this month at the Clapp Memorial 
Library. 

Some of my favorite children’s and young adult books 
include “Where the lost things are,” by Maurice Sendak, 
“A wrinkle in time,” by Madeleine L’Engle and any 
novel by Scott Westerfeld. 

My favorite fiction novels include “Extremely loud 
and incredibly close” by Jonathan Safran Foer and “To 
the lighthouse” by Virginia Woolf.

Greens you can grow now 


ith more time spent at home I am 
itching to get into the garden, but 
with temperatures below freezing 


at night and daytime just topping off in the 
forties last week what on earth 
can I possibly plant? Greens! 

Spinach (Spinacia oleracea) 
is a cool weather crop. Seeds 
can be sown early, as soon as 
the ground can be worked. 
Germination can occur in soils 
as cold as 45 degrees. Don’t 
worry about chilly morning tem- 
peratures hurting young seed- 
lings; spinach will tolerate a 
light frost. Bolting, or seed-set- 
ting, occurs naturally as day 
lengths reach 14 tol6 hours of light per 
day. 

When the plant begins to bolt more ener- 
gy is spent on flowering and seed produc- 
tion than on leaf making. Leaves become 
smaller and are usually bitter in taste. I 
remove the plants from the garden at this 
point and sow something else in their 
place. Many people have good luck plant- 
ing spinach seeds again in July or August 
for a fall harvest. Still others sow seeds 
even later in the season, hoping that with 
a little protection the plants may overwin- 
ter and grow like gangbusters in the cool 
weather of the following spring. 

I harvested my spinach (a variety adver- 
tised as “slow to bolt”) only two or three 
times before it began to set seed. For just 
a couple of meals the effort was hardly 
worthwhile. Over the last few years, how- 
ever, I have been experimenting with a 
variety of so-called spinach substitutes, 
and so far am delighted by their taste and 
durability. 

The first is New Zealand spinach 
(Tetragonia). Although its name may imply 
otherwise, this is not a true spinach. Fresh 
cut it doesn’t taste or look like spinach 
either, but when cooked it will fill in for 
Popeye’s favorite with no questions asked. 
The beauty of this sprawling plant is in its 
productivity; just a few plants will produce 
enough leaves to feed an entire family.

Hard, nut-like seeds may take awhile to 
germinate. I have found that soaking them 
in warm water for a few hours prior to sow- 
ing will soften the seed coat and quicken 
the process. New Zealand spin- 
ach will likely go to seed late in 
summer. Let a few seeds drop 
and with any luck some will 
sprout in place come spring time. 
Be forewarned, this plant is not 
frost hardy. To get a head start 
I sowed my seeds in six-packs 
and will plant the seedlings out- 
side when the danger of frost has 
passed. 

Swiss chard is one of my 
favorite greens; it’s not exactly 
like spinach but it can be used similarly. 
So far I have made two sowings. I tried 
one extra early, on April 6, and another 
just today. The first sowing hasn’t sprouted 
yet, and I am curious if the seeds will sit 
until the weather warms and then I'll have 
two crops exactly the same time or if one 
will take the lead. You can either cut the 
leaves when tiny for use in salads or thin 
the plants and let the leaves grow large 
where they can be cooked up in a quick stir 
fry with other veggies. If you are someone 
who likes making your own green drinks, 
try juicing a few leaves with an apple and 
carrots for a healthy alternative to sugary 
drinks. Chard is a relative to beets. The 
leaves are very similar. If you want only a 
few greens, grow beets and harvest some 
leaves and some roots. 

We may not be able to plant our toma- 
toes or peppers yet, but we can certainly 
get our hands dirty by planting some spin- 
ach, Swiss chard or even beets, right now!

therapy and safety change on a daily 
basis. These guidelines include PPE regu- 
lations by the CDC as well as keeping up 
with patient ventilator management and 
availability. Ventilators are lifesaving, but 
only if the staff knows how to properly use 
them-this is the responsibility of a respirato- 
ry therapist. 

“[’m responsible for a lot of ventilators,” 
Robinson said. “I’m working to teach peo- 
ple who have never used these machines 
how to use them. Typically, there are three 
people in the room when ventilators are 
used — a doctor, a nurse and a respiratory 
therapist.” 

She said up until COVID-19, many peo- 
ple did not know what a respiratory thera- 
pist did. 

Lee Robinson said his wife “gets up 
every day at 4:30 a.m. and goes into work — 
sometimes staffing needs help and she will 
provide patient care to help out her depart- 
ment by taking care of the sickest patients 
in addition to carrying out her educational 
duties. At times she doesn’t get home from 
work until after 8 p.m., only to go straight 
to bed to get up again at 4:30 a.m.” 

If she doesn’t go straight to bed, she sits 
up reading articles about the Coronavirus to 
share with the staff, he added. 

“She tries to keep the moral of the depart- 
ment positive,” he said. “Everyone is work- 
ing very hard and doing their best to keep 
the community safe.” 

Renate Robinson said her favorite part of 
the job has been “Code Rocky.” 

“When someone who is recovering from 
COVID-19 is able to be discharged, they 
play the theme song from Rocky,” Robinson 
said. “They wheel them out and everyone 
who is around cheers for them.” 

Renate Robinson has three children in 
the Belchertown school system - in eighth, 
ninth and 11th grades. She and her ex-hus- 
band agreed that the possibility of her 
bringing the illness home was possible. 
Since he is working from home they all 
decided that it would be best for the chil- 
dren to stay at his home. 

“Tt’s been a challenge,’ she said. “I miss 
them. Ill visit and we’ll sit outside on the 
lawn together, but that’s the extent.”

She misses her children dearly, but keep- 
ing everyone’s safety in mind, it was the 
best decision. “This decision keeps her fam- 
ily safe and also allows her to devote 100 
percent of her energy to helping provide 
safe care at the hospital,’ Lee Robinson 
added. 

Renate Robinson said she hopes people 
know COVID-19 is real. 

“It may not seem it if you’re staying 
home and you don’t see it,’ she said. “But 
it’s scary...Stay home and do what you’re 
supposed to.

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Mass Wildlife: COVID-19 Response 


STAFF REPORT 


REGION -— In an effort to protect 
people from the spread of COVID- 
19, the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife (MassWildlife) 
has adjusted services, events and 
operations. 


Fishing and Hunting 

All hunting and fishing regula- 
tions, including licenses, are still in 
effect during the State of Emergency 
and Stay at Home Advisory. The rev- 
enue generated from license sales 
goes directly towards conservation, 
research, stocking, education, and 
restoration. Licenses can be obtained 
online by visiting the MassFishHunt 
online portal. Outdoor activities, and 
travel to and from those activities, are 
still permitted. All residents should 
practice social distancing by remain- 
ing six feet away from other people 
while participating in outdoor activi- 
ties. Outdoor users should avoid gath- 
ering in groups larger than 10 people. 


Fishing and Trout Stocking 
Fishing is allowed during this 
time with a valid fishing license. 
MassWildlife is continuing to stock 
trout this spring. For the safety of 
MassWildlife staff, please do not 
approach staff while they are stocking 


fish. For daily trout stocking updates, 
please visit mass.gov/trout. Don’t 
share a boat unless it is large enough 
so that all persons aboard can always 
remain at a minimum distance of six 
feet apart. Anglers and other paddlers 
in canoes and kayaks are reminded 
they are required to wear a life jacket 
through May 15. 


Hunting 

Hunting is allowed during this 
time with a valid hunting license. 
The spring turkey hunting season will 
open April 27 and run through May 
23. Following Governor Baker’s 
State of Emergency Declaration, 
MassWildlife cancelled all 2020 
Youth Turkey Hunt Seminars. Only 
past participants who have complet- 
ed Basic Hunter Education and the 
Youth Turkey Hunting Seminar will 
be able to participate in the youth tur- 
key hunt on April 25. 


Wildlife Management Areas 

Fresh air and exercise are great 
ways to support your health year- 
round. All MassWildilfe Wildlife 
Management Areas remain open 
to the public to enjoy for fish- 
ing, hunting, walking, birding, and 
other nature-based activities. Please 
remember to stay six feet apart from 
other visitors and keep pets leashed.

Duford also did a bust-sized 
replica of a “Planet of the Apes” 
character but wanted to do the full- 
sized replica. 

“T like science fiction and I’ve

time,” Duford said. “I couldn’t 
resist, you know? I just had to keep 
going on the project and didn’t 
want to put it down.” 

He wanted to thank his family 
members for their support through- 
out that period. 

“The eyes were really challeng- 
ing, and my wife, Christine, she 
really encouraged me. I needed 
someone else’s opinion to get the 
eyes exactly right,” Duford said. 
“My son said he was really proud 
of me and that really helped with 
my confidence in the piece.” 

Moving forward, Duford said his 
next projects will be much smaller 
in stature. 

“T might try doing 20- to 24-inch 
action figures next,” Duford said.

from parking along Route 9 and 
walking or hiking. 

DCR also postponed the start 
of shoreline fishing at Quabbin 
Reservoir and the opening of 
the Quabbin Boat Launch Areas 
until Sat. May 9. 

On April 13, Gobi sent 
a letter to Commissioner 
Department of Conservation 
and Recreation, Jim 
Montgomery, asking if these 
restrictions could be lifted. 

“T am grateful for DCRs 
partnership in the fight 
against COVID-19, helping 
to flatten the curve across the 
Commonwealth. However, 
there are certain steps that have 
had negative impacts upon my 
constituency,” Gobi wrote in 
the letter. “While I can appre- 
ciate jurisdictional/administra- 
tive discretion when it comes to 
executing policy, these moves, 
on the part of DCR, are not in 
keeping with the Baker-Polito 
administration’s guidance to the 
public.” 

Closure of the Quabbin Park 


forces those seeking to get out- 
doors, while practicing social 
distancing, to find alternative 
sites, and increases crowding 
at those other locations The 
closing of the Quabbin Park 
Cemetery is detrimental to 
those who wish to remember 
their family members and is 
a sign of irreverence to those 
interred within the burial 
grounds.” 

On Friday April 17, Senator 
Gobi received a call from DCR, 
according to her staff. 

At that point she was 
informed that road access 
would be restored, including 
at Quabbin Park Cemetery, on 
Saturday, April 18. 

“Thanks to everyone who 
supported my efforts and to 
DCR for listening,” Gobi wrote 
in a Facebook post. “Quabbin 
Cemetery, Quabbin Park and 
road will be reopened as of 
tomorrow morning.” 

The public is still being 
advised to adhere to CDC rules 
of social distancing from people 
by staying at least six feet apart 
and avoiding crowds.

Prospects of spring season looking bleak

REGION - As the state cele- 
brates Patriots Day along with the 
spring vacation week where many 
spring teams would normally be 
playing baseball and lacrosse 
games at 11 a.m. and 12 noon 
rather than the tradition 4 p.m.

on any fields this week. 

The MIAA’s Board of 
Directors, in conjunction with 
guidance and recommenda- 
tions made by the Tournament 
Management Committee, head 


into a crucial week seeking to 
start the spring season on May 4. 

However, that start date is con- 
tingent on Gov.

However, the MIAA’s current 
plan for a 12-game slate and sec- 
tional playoff run is contingent 
on schools being re-opened on 
May 4. Another delay, which 
would likely be a minimum of 
two weeks in length, would be 
catastrophic to the plan. 

“We (the Pioneer Valley 
Interscholastic Athletic 


Conference) came up with a 
modified schedule for the short- 
ened season,” said Agawam High 
School Athletic Director David 
Stratton, a member of the PVIAC 
Board of Directors. “But it could 
up being a futile exercise.” 

Time is running low, but Baker 
has yet to make a call on whether 
or not the stay-at-home adviso- 
ry, non-essential businesses being 
closed, and schools being shut- 
tered will remain in effect. 

The last meeting of the MIAA 
Board of Directors was held by
